War With Russia Preferable to Allowing 


the Bear Chinese Privileges. 


[Special Ditpatch to the Transcript.] 


LONDON, Eng., Oct. 25 The Pall Mall 


Gazette commenting upon the report 
that a treaty was recently concluded 
between Russia and China by the terms of 
which Russia obtains the right of anchor- 
age for her fleet at Port Arthur, right 
to construct and operate railways, and 
other advantages of great commercial 
value, says, " It practically means that 
Russia has annexed China. Japan will 
certainly refuse to leave Port Arthur and 
England will oppose it to the death. 
England must act vigorously and imme- 
diately. 


St. James Gazette says, " It is obvious 


that if Hussia hag squeezed China into 
such agreement war must intervene. War 
with Russia with all its risks and possibili- 
ties would be less disastrous than to allow 
her without striking a blow to get such a 
grip on China."

The Combination is for Regular Rates and 


to Prevent Cutting. The Public Will 


be Treated Fairly and Not 


Overcharged. 


There ia more or less misunderstanding 


in regard to the organization of the livery- 
men which was effected last week, and 
many suppose the movement is for the 
sole purpose of raising prices. That such 
is not the case is shown by the fact that 
prices, instead of being increased, have 
actually been lowered, except for funeral 
work, on which there is a slight advance. 
The object of the liverymen in combinUig 
and establishing a scale of prices is to do 
away with the cutting of prices in individ- 
ual cases, as has sometimes been done, 
more for the purpose of hurting another 
man's business than for helping one's 
own. The public gets no real benefit from 
that sort of competition and will be much 
better satisfied to know that regular and 
reasonable prices will be maintained by 
all the liverymen. In order that all may 
clearly understand the situation the scale 
of prices adopted is herewith given. 


For coaches attending a funeral in towq, 


burial at old or new cemetery, $3 each; 
fifty cents extra on Sunday. For attend- 
ing a funeral in town, burial ia places 
named below, or for attending funerals at 
the following places: Adams f 1, Blackin- 
ton $3, Bennington flO, Cheshire "-6, Pow- 
ual $6, Pittsfield $10, Readsboro $10, 
Briggsville $3, South Williamstown $8, 
Stamford f 4, Williamstown $4, Groylock 
mill, IJ3, Hartwellville $6.

A Larger Force Employed than at any 


Time Heretofore. Three Hundred Men 


and Thirty-four Teams at Work. 


An Exceedingly Busy Scene. 


This fine weather is very favorable for 


the Notch reservoir job and the wort is 
going forward in a most 
satisfactory 


way. A larger force is now employed 
than at any previous time, the list yester- 
day numbering SOO men, including drivers, 
and 34 teams. This makes a strong force 
and the men and teams have become so 
thoroughly accustomed to the work that 
everything is moving along to the best 
advantage. 


This great work was begun on the first 


day of July, and although good work has 
been done from the start much of it was 
of a kind that did not make much show. 
Mr. Whitney says that 
with 
another 


month of good weather the men will 
make more show than they have up to 
this time. Up to within a short time the 
excavation tor tlie wall was made iaster 
than the wall could be built, in conse- 
quence of which it seemed sometimes as 
if the work was going backward, but 
since the excavating was finished every 
yard of wall laid counts and it is plain to 
be seen that the work is booming ahead. 


The reservoir is an interesting place to 


visit and there are numerous spectators 
present every day. The large number of 
men and teams moving in all directions 
remind one of a gigantic ant heap and 
present a very stirring scene. The pud- 
dling process, while not a specially invit- 
ing scene, is one that interests all visitors. 
The lace side of the wall is puddled all 
the way and the puddling extends from 
six to ten feet below the foundation of 
the wall. This is to prevent the water 
from finding its way through any possible 
crevice in the wall. The puddling ma- 
terial is clay and gravel, which are wet 
till they are about the consistency of 
thick mortar, and the puddlers in rubber 
boots chop the mixture fine with shovels 
and pack it down firmly. It is a dirty and 
tedious job, but those engaged in it ap- 
pear to be as well satisfied with their 
work as any of the other men. The space 
to be filled by puddling is five feet wide 
at t.ic bottom and will be four feet wide 
at the top. The wall is eight feet thick 
at the bottom and will be three feet thick 
at the top. The supply pipe and two 
waste pipes are 240 feet long. They lie on 
a solid foundation of masonry and are 
covered wifh puddling to prevent the 
water from leaking from the dam along 
the outside of the pipes. In addition to 
the puddling there is a wall built around 
the pipes every twelve feet and these 
with the puddling ought to be a very 
effectual prevention of leakage. The base 
of the earth embankment on the reser- 
voir side will also be puddled. The base 
of the dam will be 220 feet wide. 


The clay for puddling purposes is found 


within the territory being excavated for 
the reservoir. It is a wonderfully tough 
material and is very hard to handle. It 
is ripped up with two big plows each 
drawn by four heavy horses, and it is all 
these powerful teams can do to draw the 
plows through it. The clay comes up in 
chunks as big as wheel-barrows, which 
are broken up and carted away to the 
puddling trenches. It is very fortunate 
that such good material for puddling was 
found so near by. 


Whoever visits the reservoir will be im- 


pressed not only with the idea that its 
construction is a great piece of work, but 
that the work is being done in a most 
thorough and substantial manner. Not a 
single detail is slighted, but all is done 
with a view to absolute safety and per- 
manency, and when completed the reser- 
voir will be a, valuable piece of property 
for the city of North Adams. The work 
cannot be finished this fall, but it will be 
so far advanced that water can be let in, 
and so the town will be receiving benefit 
from it in the near future. 


Sunday is the great day for visitors, and 


the interest taken in the work is shown 
by the fact that from 200 to 700 persons 
visit the place every Sunday.

Dies at Washington.

States Senator Cluirles H. Van Wyck of 
Nebraska died at 4::iO o'clock yesterdiiy 
afternoon In his npnrtnier.ts at the Port- 
land flats, fie w:is stricken withnpoplexy 
Monday afternoon. Wednesday night he 
grew steadily worse, nnd since then his 
death has boon momentarily expected, At

Charles Henry Van Wyck was born, at 


i Poughkeepsk', N. Y., May 10, IS'34.

Kmm 1830 to 1858 ho was district; at- 


torney of Pullivan county, N. Y. lie 
served in the lower house of congress two 
terms, from 1S.")9 to LSK), as a Republican. 


Before the close of his lart term in the 


house, he vis chosen colonel of the Tenth 
legion, or Fifty-sixth regiment, of Now 
York volunteers. lie went to the front 
nnd served with General McGl&llnn in the 
peninsula campaign. 
In 
lyfi5 he was 


breveted brigadier general. 


After the wur he returned to the practice 


of his profession, was again elected to con- 
gress In 1867 and ngiiin served two terms. 
In 1S74 he removed from New York to 
Nebraska and engaged ir. farming. But 
he soon drifted hack into politics, and iu 
1870 was a member of the constitutional 
convention. lie was then elected to the 
state senate, where, ho'served until 1880, 
when he was elected to the United States 
senate. lie retired from the senate in 1887 
and returned to Nebraska, whore he was 
subsequently twice a candidate for re- 
election, without success. 


Mr. Van Wyck, although a very rich 


man, was an implacable foe of! corpora- 
tions. He was a great lover of antiques, 
nnd during his residence here he hauiiced 
the auction rooms. In many things he was 
regarded a* eccentric. 


Mr. Van Wyck married a daughter'of 


General Broadhead of Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Van Wyck had been in poor health for 
several years. About two years ago ho 
suffered a stroke of paralysis. His widow 
and a daughter survive him.

The Spanish had x-vj pien less, 
but this difference was morn tjiun com- 
pensated for by the possession of three ex- 
cellent pieces of artillery. The battle be- 
gan at once, and was fought by the Cubans 
with great fury. 
After four hours of ter- 


rific fighting, General Echague was driven 
from the field in disorderly retreat, leav- 
ing 800 killed and wounded men and all 
his artillery behind him. Since tha battle,

and have effected a junction with General 
Sanchiez at Las Billas."

Americans Barred Prom Royal School 


, of Naval Architecture. 


Much Speculation as to What 


Prompted the Action. 


Probability That Britishers Are loalous at the 


Success of Yankees. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Tho British au- 


thorities have notified the navy depart- 
ment that hereafter no naval officers will 
be permitted to take the course at the 
Greenwich Royal School of Naval Archi- 
tecture, a privilege which has been en- 
joyed with such signal benefit that Ameri- 
cans have usually graduated at or near 
the head of the classes. The Glasgow 
gchool and Purls school, however, aro 
still open to our young constructors, and 
with the opening of the Cornell course on 
naval architecture, tho navy department 
feels that it can get along very well. 


No reason for this action by the British 


authorities is assigned. At tho navy de- 
partment several reasons are ascribed for 
the action of tho Greenwich establish- 
ment, which 


IB a Government Affulr. 


It Is believed by som» officials that the 


real cause is the desire of tho British gov- 
ernment to prevent the United States 
from obtaining knowledge of English 
shipbuilding plans. 


Another supposititious reason Is that 


Great Britain believes that the United 
States government has advanced so far in 
construction of warships that there is 
uo necessity for a further extension of the 
courtesy extended our young constructors 
when they can receive squally good train- 
Ing at home 


But a far more interesting suggestion is 


that the British naval authorities have be- 
come nettled over 
tho success of the 


American constructors at Greenwich In 
taking prizes over the heads of the British 
students. 


Nearly every year a member of the naval 


construction corps of tho United States 
has taken either flrst or second prize, and 
sometimes both theso prizes have been se- 
cured by tho young Americans. 


The Famous Peralta Claim.

Besides this the 
rear lights on the Mansfield traiu were 
burning, so that there can bo no excuse for 
Buruham's negligence."

Signal* Not Working:. 


Both the engineer and fireman of the 


express stood to their posts. They were 
both injured, the fireman getting the 
worst ol' it witli a out head and a broken 
rib. The engineer got a lame back and 
was deafened. He is John H. Btiraham 
of Boston, and he says the signals gave a 
clear track. 
The fireman's name was 


William Hoyt of Boston. 


Mr. Burnham was found at his home 


late last night. He was sitting up in the 
midst of his family, and, but for his lame 
back, seemed fairly* comfortable. "Tho 
signals said 'go ahead,' " he said, "and I 
never thought of anything being wrong. 
We were on time at Boadvllle, and slowed 
down at the signal tower at that place, ac- 
cording to the orders that have been stand- 
ing ever since we changed to the right- 
hand track. 


"As the signals are not yet worklnc, 


the man. at the tower gave us the signals 
by hand and said: 'All right, go ahead.' 
The smoke blew down and hid the track 
ahead, and to our own smoke was added, 
just before we got to Hyde P«rk station, 
the smoke from another engine, outbound, 
which had just pulled out. 


"I didn't see auything of the other train 


until we were close to it—just at the 
bridge, in fact. Then I saw the lights on 
it. I never was in a tighter place iu my 
life. 


"I turned en the oir immediately, jump- 


ing down from my seat as I did so
